He always won, prov¬ 
ing that tin* hand is quicker than the 
eye ami that a guileful heart is about 
two jumps aheud of both. 

There are times when it seems us 
if this man must have been the an¬ 
cestor of nearly ail the statesmen who 
run the liuunccs of our American 
state governments. For state finance 
is ordinarily a shell game, and noth¬ 
ing more. The average citizen cannot 
hope to make head or tail of it. All 
lie knows is that his tuxes keep on • 
inching up, year by year, that bonded 
indebtedness keeps on increasing, and i 
that the army of state employees 
iieviT stops recruiting. 

It is refreshing, therefore, to read t 
an article in tin* current Nation's! i 
Business by Congressman O. K. Arm- i 
strong of Missouri which points out j <1 
that at least two of our states have ;i 
' found a way to get their finances t 
in order. s 

These states are Kansas and Xe- ii 
braska. Even iu the depression, they 
managed to cut their taxes and lower p 
their costs. They have had the help o 
of skillful governors; they have been t» 


r helped even more by the fact that 
■ their citizens, earlier, had the sense 
to pass sensible laws. 

Kansas has a strict tax limitation 
law, and a compulsory buget law. 
Payments on state and city bonds 
must ho made out of income; there 
are no sinking funds, aud the old 
game of borrowing to pay off old 
debts is out. 

Nebraska, even more remarkable, 
has no bonded debt. The state con¬ 
stitution forbids the Issuing of bonds, 
and the state government has to pay 
as it goes. It gets its revenue almost 
entirely from property taxes, levying 
neither income, sales, nor eigaret 
taxes. The state—wonder of wonders 
-even managed to build a 810,000,000 
eapitol without borrowing a dime. 

The old shell game is not l»el. g 
played any more in these two states. 
The taxpayer is beginning to get 
value received for tin* money tin* >tute 
takes from him. And what Kansas 
j ami Nebraska did, all the rest of 
tin* states can do. If their people 
wake up and demand it. 

We do a great deni of talking about 
the need for reducing government ex.- 
penditures. and when we say that we 
usually think about Washington. Re¬ 
duction of state expenditures is fully 
as important, if out more so; and 
tin* example of these two farm licit 
states shows that tin* job is far from 
impossible. 

The elnip with the shells and tiie 
pea can't stick around the statehouse, 


«*nce the citizens decide that lie ought 
to get out.—Ashland Independent.
